AjT a period when the state of the «i1aTdi« 
in the West Indies Engages so much atten** 
tion# and "when th^ amelioration of th^ir con- 
dition is. an ohject so generally desired, and 
«o zealously promoted, an* attempt to extend 
•and render more ^miliar a knowledge of such; 
^of the laws of Jamaica as are in any respect 
applioahle to their situation, naay, it is hoped, 
be productive of utility, it may contribute 
'to the more prompt and unerring execution 
^of those laws, and it may assist ^e judgment 
'On such parts of them as may, from time to 
lime, be proper subjects <^ reyisioit on 
amendment 

"The puWhctictB t)T tlie legislature^ Ja!» 
^maica <iccupy more than six quarto volumes^ 
1[t is obvious that a knowledge of their con- 
teats, so far as they relate to the slave popu* 
lation, must be obtained with, considerable 
lahour and difficulty, even by those whose 
tluty may re<juire» or whose inclination may 
induce, ikeuk to engage in &e enquiry; and 
^the difficulty is increased in consequefnce otl" 
many important legislative provisions re- 
^^pecting slaves being incorporated into acts» 
^he titles'ttf which do not profess to relate to 
them; There are many^ persons with respect 
4lQ whom such motives do uot.e^dst, and 

iif^hose 
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irBose acquftintanoe with our^ slave lawr ism 
derived from the most imperfect sources* 
From these considerations, the editor of this 
compilation is desirous of submitting to the^ 
public a digest of the slave laws of Jamaica,, 
in which he has collected the several acts 
liind clauses of acts to be found in the printed 
volumes, which have any relation to the state- 
and condition of the slaves of that island. 

This publication ife not confined to the se-* 
lection of those acts by which the protection- 
and subordination of the slave, or, in other 
words, the relative duties obligatory on him- 
and his master, are enjoined'- and enforced,? 
but it embraces all* those regulations which 
respect the mode by which slaves areacquired,' 
whether by purchase, devise, or descent r 
by which the -rights, of' their owners are 
secured; ofFences: against those^ rigiits pu- 
nished ; and to, the means by which they are 
hield, with reference to* thfe claim* of credit- 
ors and incumbrancers, and by which those^ 
claims are protected^ enforced; and controul-^ 
cd. In addition- to such of the acts- as relate 
to those several subjects, this compilation 
contains tho Inveigling, Workhouse,- Fo* 
reign Slave, Registry, and ^ Abolition A^ts ;^ 
and, on the wholoj wilt be found "a complete 
Abstract of the- Slave Laws of Jamaicaw 
No pains have beeii- wanting to make it so? 
Vut, slK>uld omissions, be discovered, tho 
compiler will most readily supply them irt 
|tn^ Addenda, to be delivered ^ra<i* to the 
purchas€irs. A few local regulations in. the 

differeat 
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'iifiPerent police acts have not indeed been 
inserted, as not demanding a place in a work 
of so general a nature, and being considered 
as familiar in the places where they exist: 
The unrepealed clauses ot the act of the 8th 
Wm, 3, cap, 2, though still in force, have 
also been omitted, because they are included 
in that of the 50th Geo, 3, cap, 21. 

An impartial examination of this code of 
laws must, it is conceived, lead to the grati- 
fying conviction that a spirit of humanity to- 
wards the negro population characterised • 
-even the earliest periods of- our legislation, 
and that the same spirit has- extended itself 
to meet and give effect to every change in- 
the state and moral habits of those who are- 
its objects. ' 

Thb progressive and rapid ' improvement 
in the condition of the slaves has been forci- 
bly pointed out in the able report drawn up by 
Mr..8hand/ and presented to the h<)nourabie 
House of Assembly in the session of 1815, 
9 few passages of which are annexed below. 

Since that period,' the slave law of 1809^ 
has undergone many amendments by the act 
which passed in 1816, and which appears at' 
length in this abstract. Among these amende 
ments the important object of reli^us infor- 
mation-hasbeen- particularly attended to-, and 
the duty of laffording such instruction to their 
"slaves enjoined upon everyowner. In addi- - 
tion to tluS) two laws have been passed, mad- 
king,;

Another important amendment is thc^ 
-which imposes on magistrates the duty oC 
liSuminoning a special sessions of the pe^ce, 
^or the purpose of enquiring into any^lleg^ 
4ipn of freedom by, or on the part of, -any ne- 
groes, or coloured persons, taken up as ruo- 
^way slaves ; and of discharging them when 
j^uch; allegations ar^ found to be true» 

For their personal security against all kinds 
t^yiolence; th§ ^^s^t^pded powers g^nted t# 
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the council df protection in each parish mnsi 
be found sufficient and satisfactory. Theiv 
own Toice of complaint must be heard by 
the magistrate, and their grievances en- 
quired into and redressed, on such repre- 
sentation. In cases of sudden death, the late 
Coroner's. Act, passed in 1817, abundantly 
provides, that the strictest enquiry shall be 
made into the circumstances by which such 
casualties might have been occasioned, in the 
#ame manner, in all respects, as pursued on 
the sudden death of white persons. When 
brought to trial for offences against the laws, 
three magistrates must preside, the number 
«f the jury is increased from nine to twelve, 
end every person who has attended slaves 
trials must acknowledge, that the same forms, 
the same solemnity, and the same regard to 
the defence of the prisoner, are observed, as 
are to be found in the higher courts. In ad- 
dition to these humane provisions, the late 
law has put an entire stop to the practice of 
trafficking in skives within the colony, by pro^ 
hibiting the purchase of them with a view 
only to resale* Persons guilty of travelling 
about for such a purpose, may be detained, 
as well as the slaves, until the facts are ejHta- 
blished before two justices of the peace, when 
the slaves becojne forfeited, and all titles, ui> 
der such purchases or sales, are declared 
void. But,^ without any legisiaiive proviseon, 
such is the prevailing disposition in Jamaica 
to afford every possible indulgence to the 
slaves, it seldom occurs that a sale of them is 
effected without their own consent being fb*^t 
obtained^ as to the choice of their future 

ownerj 
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owner"; and nothing is more common 4lian tt> 
see them travelling ahout with tickets of pert 
mission to chuse owners for themselves. Se^ 
veral instances are within the l^nowledge of tl*^ 
compiler, where contracts for purchases of 
negroes have heen rescinded, in consequence^ 
of their disinclination to bo attached to th« 
intended purchaser. 

A Table of tlie titles of the acts ab^ 
stracted from, and an ample uidex have beeii 
annexed, which, in the discovery of particular 
passages, will, it is presumed, be of consider- 
able use to magistrates and others in the ha« 
bit of attending slave trials, as well as to aU 
who may have occasion to refer to tliese laws» 

It was the original intention of the com- 
piler to have classed the several acts which 
are comprised in this volume, under h^adi; 
appropriate to their particular subjects. Ht 
has, however, adopted an arrangement ao 
cording to the chronological ordec in whicl 
they are passed. By such an arrangement 
the progressive improvement which has takei 
place in the legislation on this important sub 
ject is more distinctly marked, and it is.hopet 
that the object of the other method, may b< 
obtained by a^ reference to the index. 

In order o render the book as complete 
MS possible, an abstract of the late laws O! 
the British Parliament, concerning the abo 
Jition of the slave trade^ has been added, h} 
^^y of appendix:.

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Hxtract from iI/;\ Shamfs Report rejerrcd to above. 

Without fixing an exact date to an object incapable of such precision, we 
should be inclined to assiii^n the period of the American revolution as the time 
when the amelioration commenced : After the separation of the piovinccs, 
now called the United States,' several loyalists, with a considerable number of 
slaves, came and settled in this island : These were nmch further advanced in 
the scale of society than the plantation negroes of this^ouutry, and their ex- 
ample had a very beneficial influence : About the -same period many you'n j 
gentlemen, discharged from the army and navy, resorted to the island in ;iearch 
of employmeat, which they found on the plantations, and afforded that better 
description of planters, referred to in the evidence of several witnesses, as one 
cause of improvement in the condition Of the slaves : 

But before such instruments are sought for and preferred, a chauTC mus' 
fiave taken place in the manners and sentiments of the proprietors and mana 
gers of estates : Harsh commands must be executed by severe ministers ! Ic i 
well known that manners precede the march of laws, wh^n the people Jjave \ 
ehare in framing them : Many of the enactraentSj^ which di^raced our statute 
fcook ^t that period, were mere dead letters : A milder system had succeeded, 
and new regulations were called for by the voice of the inhabitants : There art 
members of this committee, who recollect the prejudices and difEculties of the 
older planters in the discussions, wliich preceded that great change, which in* 
flicteu the punishment of death on a white person, who deprived a negro of 
Jife : All other cruel and most severe punishments were abolished by the conso- 
'lidated slave law, which passed in the year 1784 : That law, which at first was 
only enacted for a Hmited time, has now no duration clause : By it persons, wil- 
fully killing a slave, whether their own property or belonging to another, are to • 
suffer death : Mutilating slaves is punisbea by fine of one hundred pounds and 
jtwelve faionths' imprisonment, and, in atrociouk cases, the slave is lo be manu« 
mised, and allowed an annuity : Persons cruelly beating slaves, or keeping 
them in confinement without support, aret^be punished by f^ne or impri- 
sonment, or both : The justices and vestry are appointed a council of protec- 
tion for such slaves, arid required to prosecute' with effect the owners or of- 
fenders : No slave is to receive more than thirty nine lashes for any offence on 
»aj account in one day, nor can the punishment be repeated until the delin- 
quent has recovered : No slave can be punished by having iron collars, weights^ 
or chains, put on them: Slaves are to be allowed one day in every fortnight 
outof ciop, exclusive of Sundays, to cultivate their grounds, and are to have 
sufficient clothes allowed them, to be approved by the justices and vestry : All 
offences committed by slaves beyond petty delinquencies, which may be in* 
quired ipto before the magistrates, are to be tried before a jury, and, if the 
sentence be death, it ipust be by hanging by the neck, and in no other man- 
ner : Slaves are not to work in the field before five o'clock in the morning, nor 
after seven o'clock in the evening, and are (o have half an boiir for breakfast 
and two hours for dinner : Female slaves, who have .reared*six children, are 
to be exempt from all labour, and the owner is to bav6 the taxes remitted on 
slaves so privileged : Such are some of the clauses of the Jaw, which affords 
protection to the slave in the important points of life, exemption from cruel 
;and excessive punishment, or severe labour, and secures to him food, raiment 
^nd a fair trial for offences, involving the, punishment of deaths U^nsporta<«^
